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This  is  the  oldest  School  for  the  Blind  in  this  Kingdom,  having  been 
instituted  in  1791,  and  incorporated  by  an  Act  of  Parliament  in  1829. 
Its  object  was  to  cause  the  Blind  to  be  “ Instructed  in  some  Art  or 
Trade,  by  which  they  should  be  enabled  to  earn  something  at  their  own 
homes  towards  their  subsistence,”  six  Pupils  at  a time  being  taught 
JIusic.  No  Mole  Pupil  was  to  bo  admitted  under  14  years,  and  no 
female  under  12  years  of  age,  and  none  were  to  be  admitted  above 
45  years.  The  Relatives  of  the  Pupils,  or  the  Parishes  to  which  they 
belonged,  were  called  upon  to  contribute  to  their  support.  This  object, 
and  these  conditions,  are  still  adhered  to. 

All  the  Pupils  capable  of  learning  are  taught  to  read  by  means  of  a 
raised  type.  Out  of  the  67  Pupils  now  in  the  School  50  can  read  The 
Pupils  generally,  who  can  read,  have  a portion  of  Scripture,  in  raised 
type,  presented  to  them  on  leaving  the  School. 

The  Manufacturing  of  tho  following  Articles  is  taught,  viz. Brush 
Work  of  all  kinds,  Mats  and  Lobby  Cloths,  Window  Blind  Cord, 
Basket  Work  of  every  description,  Twine,  ooi.  Work,  and  Knitting. 

The  Public  are  respectfully  invited  to  visit  the  School,  and  see  the 
Pupils  at  work. 

This  Institution  is  not  connected  with  any  other  Establishment  or 
Society.

TUS  MANNER  FOB  APPLYING  FOB  ADMISSION,  AND  THE  ENGAGEMENTS  TO  BE 
ENTERED  INTO  BY  THE  FRIENDS  OF  THE  PUPILS. 

Any  Person  desirous  of  applying  for  the  admission  of  a Pupil,  may  have 
printed  papers  of  Questions  and  Engagements  at  the  School,  in  the  following 
form,  to  which  answers  in  writing  are  required,  attested  as  therein  specified ; 
and  the  paper,  when  properly  filled  up,  must  he  sent  (post-paid)  to  the 
Superintendent  at  the  School,  in  order  to  its  being  laid  before  the  Committee. 
It  is  required  that  the  parish  or  friends  of  the  Pupils  shall  contribute  a 
weekly  allowance  of  Three  Shillings  towards  his  or  her  maintenance;  and  if 
the  parish  or  friends  be  at  a distance  from  Liverpool,  then  some  respectable 
housekeeper  in  Liverpool  must  become  responsible  for  the  regular  payment  of 
the  sum  stipulated. 

From  the  numerous  applications  lately  received  for  the  admission  of  Infants, 
it  is  deemed  necessary  to  state,  that  Females  of  less  than  Twelve  Years, 
and  Males  of  Fourteen  Years  of  Age  cannot  be  admitted  into  the  School, 
except  under  very  peculiar  circumstances.

Has  the  applicant  any  affection  of  the  limbs  or  joints,  which  may  have  the  effect 
of  preventing  h from  acquiring  and  afterwards  practising,  any  branch  or 
trade  which  is  taught  in  the  School  ?

fcufhcient  sight  to  enable  him  or  her  to  follow  any  profitable  employment,  o*  to 
“louru  a business,  except  in  au  Institution  for  the  Dlind.”
